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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a rotary compressor having first 
and second compressing chambers wherein one of the chambers selectively performs a 
compressing operation and the other chamber performs an idling operation, and a pressure 
control unit applies a pressure of an outlet side of the compressor to one of the first and second 
compression chambers performing the idling operation, the pressure control unit including a path 
control channel vertically provided through the partition plate, a valve member movable set in 
the path control channel, a communication path to make an interior of the hermetic 
communicating with the path control channel; and first and second inlet channels provided at 
predetermined positions of the housing to make the path control channel communicate with the 
first and second compression chambers.
